SUPPORT  PRICES  SET  AT  75%  OF  PARITY 

On  February  10,  1964,  the  U.S.  Department 
of  Agriculture  announced  national  average  sup- 
port prices  of  $3.  15  per  hundredweight  for  manu- 
facturing milk  and  58  cents  per  pound  of  butter- 
fat  for  the  1964-65  marketing  year.  These  prices 
reflect  75  percent  of  the  parity  prices  for  the  two 
commodities.  The  comparable  prices  for  the 
1963-64  marketing  year  --  also  at  75  percent 
of  parity  --  were  $3.  14  and  58.  1 cents. 

The  new  support  price  of  $3.  15  per  hundred- 
weight for  manufacturing  milk  is  for  milk  of 
national  yearly  butterfat  test,  which  last  year 
approximated  3.  75  percent  for  manufacturing 
grade  milk.  (A  corresponding  price  for  manu- 
facturing milk  of  3.  5 percent  butterfat  test  would 
be  $2.  94  per  hundredweight.  Many  plants  pay 
on  the  basis  of  3.5  (continued  to  page  8) 


FARM  MESSAGE  TO  CONGRESS 

The  President's  farm  message  to  Congress  in- 
cluded recommendations  for  new  legislation  on 
several  commodities  but  contained  few  details 
of  the  proposed  programs.  The  President  also 
called  for  expansion  of  food  distribution  programs 
and  further  emphasis  on  rural  area  development 
as  part  of  the  general  "War  on  Poverty"  theme. 

For  dairy  products  the  message  advocated  "in- 
centive" payments  to  farmers  who  reduce  their 
production  of  milk.  In  addition,  farmers  in 
areas  covered  by  Federal  milk  marketing  orders 
would,  through  a "base  excess  plan,  " be  per- 
mitted to  reduce  their  output  of  milk  without 
reducing  their  share  of  the  Class  I market. 

Some  thought  is  being  given  to  including  such 
a plan  in  a combined  bill  for  cotton  and  wheat.

BALANCE  SHEET  OF  AGRICULTURE 


Farm  assets  and  equities  rose  in  1963,  but  lia- 
bilities also  increased.  Gains  of  nearly  4 and  5 
percent,  respectively,  are  indicated  in  the  asset 
and  equity  positions  of  farmers  in  preliminary 
estimates  of  the  Balance  Sheet  of  Agriculture  as 
January  1,  1963,  prepared  by  the  U.S.  Depart- 
ment of  Agriculture.  Debts  secured  by  mortgages 
on  farm  real  estate  rose  nearly  10  percent  during 
the  year  to  about  $16.  7 billion. 

Total  assets  rose  from  $216  billion  to  about 
$226  billion  during  1963.  More  than  $8  billion 
of  the  increase  was  in  the  value  of  real  estate, 
largely  reflecting  the  continued  rise  in  land  values 
dialing  1963--a  pattern  that  is  likely  to  be  re- 
peated in  1964.  Other  physical  farm  assets  in- 
creased less  than  $1  billion  during  the  past  year, 
with  the  gain  largely  reflecting  increased  invest- 
ment in  machinery  and  motor  vehicles  and  the 
larger,  higher-priced  crop  inventories.  The  value 
of  livestock  inventory  declined  somewhat  under  the 
impact  of  lower  prices  despite  increased  numbers. 

The  current  financial  situation  of  farmers  ap- 
pears to  be  about  the  same  or  slightly  improved  in 
most  parts  of  the  country  compared  with  the  be- 
ginning of  last  year.  The  principal  exceptions 
from  the  standpoint  of  income  are  cattle  feeders, 
hog  producers  and  farmers  in  areas  where  weather 
adversely  affected  production.  Time  deposits 
owned  by  farmers  posted  a further  increase  during 
the  year,  and  equities  in  farmer  cooperative 
associations  also  continued  to  rise.  Operating  costs, 
land  prices  and  property  taxes  all  increased  from 
year- earlier  levels.
